Memorandum: 
DAPUTY MINISTER 


I desire to refer to Mr. Pratt's memorandun 
of Mareh 2 with reference to the letter received 
from Mr. Thomas Farquhar, M. P., regarding the 
Serpent River Indian day sehoeol on the Indian Reserve 
at Cutler, Ont. 


While this Granch recognizes that a new 
school is required at this point we have hesitated 
to recommend its erection due to the reports received 
from our Inspector. [I quote from Mr. MoGookin's 
report dated July 7, 1958: 


"Ojibbewas of Lake duron; pulation, 147. 
There are thirty-seven families resident on the 
Reserve which contains 26,700 acres. These Indians 
are in very poor cireumstances through no fault of 
their own. The Reserve is little more than a rock 
pile. It would be impossible for the most diligent 
and expertenced white farmers to make a living on 
this land. We can never hope to make farmers of 
these Indians. They have a few acres - 15 or 20 - 
under cultivation, mostly gardens. They have six 
horses and two cows, the total stock on the Reserve. 


"a few years ago there were twelve lumber 
mills operating in this section. The lumber business 
gave the Indians steady work the year round. Today 
only one mill in Blind River is operating. There is 
no work of any description for these Indians. They 
sell a little pulpwood when it is in demand and go 
verry picking in season. livery family is receiving 
relief. 
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“The future of these Indians is a problem 
whioh will have to be faced sooner or later. in 
their present surroundings they cannot make a living. 


"Until Lt is definitely decided what is to 
be the ultimate future of this Band, I would hesitate 
recommending the bullding of a new school or @ programme 
of house butlding in the meantime.” 


At the present time the school is being con- 
ducted in a rented building and [ am writing to the 
Indian Agent with a view to ascertaining 4f some better 
building could be secured. Under the cireumstances I 
feel that this is all that we can do at the present time.

The dey school on the Serpent River Reserve 
near Cutler is in bad condition but officials of 
this Branch are not convinced that a new school 
should be established on this Reserve owing to 
the fact that there appears to be no adequate 
resources for the Indians on the Reserve on which 
they are located. 


On the first occasion on which you visit this 
Reserve you should make careful inquiries with a 
view to ascertaining if there is any other more 
suitable building that could be rented for school 
purposes. If not you should let me know the 
approximate amount that would be necessary to 
put the present building in reasonably good con- 
dition. The funds at our disposal are limited 
But we would be prepared to provide some funds 
in order to make the building as habitable as 
possible under the circumstances.

Dear Sirs: 

I had the closest source of water tested recently and the water 
was "D", I sent word of this down to the vepartment of Indian affairs 
along with some other remarks on attendance and am told I had better 
look for another job. Can you tell me who looks after the prevention 
of communicable diseases on 4 Reserve? We've had chicken pox, skin 
diseases and all sorts of things. To cap the climax just after that 
terrible storm when our waterholes were so far under that we had to 
melt snow a mother came in = great dither because her child said I was 
making nasty remarks about people. I thought the youngster just worn 
out with the struggle for existence but today testing her hearing I 
find her totally deaf in one ear, These remarks caused her father the 
Chief to complain, He is not particularly interested in a pure source 
of water though takes excellent precautions against any unsterilized 
draught but I still have the interest of the children at heart. Exe

Dear Sir: 


I have investigated her complaints about the 
closest source of water and had this water tested by the 
Department of Health, Sault Ste. Marie, and they report that 
this water is now "A", The previous bad report on this 
water was very likely due to the surface water running into 
the creek this Spring. 


The water that has always been used for drinking 
at this school is not the creek close to the school but one 
about 300 yards East of the school at the 01d school house. 
I had this water tested as well and it was found to be wan 
also, 


I asked Mrs. Prudhomme what her complaints were 
about the water and the only complaints she had were that 
the children drank the water out of the creek she had 
received a bad report on, after she had told them not to. 
During the severe storm this winter she used this water for 
one day only for drinking but only after she had boiled it. 


The Chief stated that he had heard no complaints 
about the water and knew nothing of the matter. 


With regard to that part of her letter which reads 
as follows: 


"Can you tell me who looks after the prevention of 


communicable diseases on a Reserve? We've had 
chicken pox, skin diseases, and all sorts of things".

Dr. Hamill states that he had one case of chicken- 
pox and did not hear of any more although he has been in the 
school on various occasions, He also states that he was not 
aware of any great outbreak of skin disease, or all sorts of 
things, whatever that may mean. Some of the children may 
have had impetigo, which had been prevalent in this section 
last winter, even in the town schools, The doctor knew of 
gome cases on the Mississauga Reserve but not on the Serpent 
River Reserve. If Mrs. Prudhomme knew of any such cases she 
failed to report same to the doctor when he visited the 
school,

On his return to the office this week from 
an inspection be ig | Mr. Arneil brought to my attention 
the situation at Serpent River Reserve, located near 
Cutler, Ont. - Electoral District of Algoma East. 


Several years ago the school was destroyed 
by fire and since that time we have been using a former 
Indian house as a school. This building has now reached 
a stage where it is og | impossible to repair it. 
There are approximately 35 children of school age and 
Mr. Arneil strongly recommends that provision be made 
in the Appropriation for the fiscal year 1946-47 for a 
combined school and teacher's residence on this reserve. 


This would involve an additional amount of 


$8,000.00. I would appreciate having your authority 
to include this with the other proposed new schools.

Reference your marginal note of 26th February on letter 
from the Director of Indian Etfairs dated February 24, in which 
the latter requested that this Service make an inspection of the 
two above noted sites. 


In accordance with instructions, therefore, our Engineer 
Mr. Rankin, proceeded to Spanish, Ont., on the en of April 
21st, where met Mr. Doucet, Educational Survey Officer and Mr. 
Lawrence, Indian Agent. 


An saageap tvs of the Serpent River Site was made and two 
test pits excavated. A location on the site was found to be suit- 
able and measurements of the area were taken. The accompanying 
Plan, Index No. 835, Sheet 1, indicates the extent of the site 
chosen. An alternative site, seven-tenths of a mile closer to 
Cutler was inspected, and while the soil conditions and drainage 
were suitable, the location would not be as convenient for 29 of 
the 34 pupils registered as that decided upon. 


Our Engineer then proceeded to the Mississauga River 
Reserve, where investigation of that site proved same to be 
acceptable in all respects. Measurements were taken and are 
shown on Plan, Index No. 836, Sheet 1. Photographs of both sites 
are attached. 


: Our Engineer reports that potable water from wells 
should be easily available and drainage from the proposed schools 
ought to cause no difficulty. F 


Our officer returned to Ottawa the morning of April 23rd.

Marie submitted an estimate of 418,500. and 
Mr. Bernier of Spanish, Ontario, submitted a lump sum 
tender of WLI, 000. Mr. Hannah stated that the only other 
way he would be interested in the construction of the 
school, would be an estimatedcost of labour with a fixed 
fee of $1000. for himself provided he could start the 
foundation within two weeks time. 


Mr. Indian Superintendent Laurence has 
now been able to obtain a third tender and this is submitted 
herewith for your consideration. It has been submitted to 
Lands and Development Services branch for their advice and 
thetr comment is as follows: 


" With reference to your marginal notation dated 
August 30th, on Mr. Hoey's memorandum to you of the 25th 
paige we have examined the composite tender submitted 
to Indian Superintendent Laurence, and consider the 
interests of the ‘Repartuent would be best advanced by 
arranging with Emile Marier of Massey, Ontario, to 
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o 


furnish his own services and supervise construction 
for a lump sum fee of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00). 


Under .this arrangement labour and materials 
would be Government issue, chargeable directly to the 
Indian Affairs Branch". 


I would recommend that you approve the 
erection of this school under the supervision of Emile 
Marier, whom our Superintendent has recommended as 
being reliable, for a lump sum fee of $1000.00. Most 
of the other labour would be Indian and the Department 
would buy through our Purchasing Agent all materials. 
It is felt that in this way we can erect the school 
at a much more reasonable rate than by the contract 
prices mentioned above.

I am forwarding you under separate cover three 
additional sets of blueprints and @pecifications for use by 
Mr, Marier and yourself. 


As advised you by telegram, it is our 
intention to have arrangements made for the shipping of surplus 
cement from the Lakeview Indian Day School, West Bay Reserve, 
preg hen Island to Cutler for use in the construction of this 
new school. 


I have also issued instructions to Mr. H.P. 
Ruddy to forward to you the following re-inforcing materials 
available at the Golden Lake Agency:

In reply I beg to say that as you are, no doubt, aware tie 
building at present used as a classroom was purchased from an indian 
in 1919, and while it may not be entirely suitable for classroom 
purposes, the Department feels that, owing to the situation at this 
point due to the closing of the mills at tler, where a number of 
the Indians obtained employment, it may be only a question of time 
until a number remove from the Reserve, having to go elsewhere to 
look for employment. Besides, our funds this year are extremely 
limited, and it will not be possible to provide the money required 
in putting up a new school building. The Indian band have no 
funds which could be used for the purpose, 


We are again taking this matter up with Mr. Rothera, and 
requesting him to state his opinion as to whether there is any 
likelihood of the Indians leaving this Reserve in the near future, 
and also whether it would not be possible to make arrangements for 
living accommodation for a teacher by the rental of a house that 
could be used for the purpose. Failing this, we might be prepared 
to erect a emall addition to the present school building. When 
we have full information regarding the situation at thie point, 
every consideration will be given to providing comfortable quarters 
for a teacher.

I beg to state that Inspector J.L.Moore of Parry 
Sound has reported to the Department that nine white children who 
have been attending the Shawanaga Indian Day School have been 
notified that they will not be allowed to attend the school after 
May 4th. The notification was sent to the teacher lirs. &.English 
under date of April 29th, 1931 by Mr. A.¥.MacKenzie of your Depart- 
ment. 

May I state that there has been a verbal agreement 
between the Inspector and Mr. Daly, the Indian Agent at Parry Sound, 
that these children would be allowed to attend the Shawanaga School 
because of the fact that some eighteen Indian children are attending 
the Depot Harbour Public School. You will note, therefore, that the 
combined arangement is in favour of rather than against the interests 
of the Indian children in this area. 

We feel that it is unfortunate to have these 
children excluded at this particular time in the school term and I 
beg to suggest, therefore, that your Department arrange to permit 
the white children to remain in the Shawanaga School until June 30th, 
1931.

I had conversation with “r. Moore, Public School 
Inspector for this didgrict today, re the attendance 
of the whites at the She wanaga Indian Day School. 


Mr. Dumont , one of the residents in close 
proximity to Shawanegea seserve, and who is married to 
@ member of the Shawanaga jand, was one of the members 
of the community in that section to interview me today 
for the children of their section, numoering six, to 
be allowed to attend the Shawanaga School starting 
September term. 


The reason he celled, he stated, was because 
a Mr. Wileon of the “rovincial Department, for the 
Mother's allowance 3oard, informed him thet the Department 
had made arrangements for the white children of their 
district to attend the Shawanaga School. I thought it 
atfange that if this was so, I had been told nothing 
abaut it. dr. Wilson, who is a visitor at my place 
in Parry Sound when he is in town, Wes a guest at 
my house the other night with his wite and daughter, 
and in the course of his conversation he mentioned 
the same thing to me that he had told Dumont. 


This Mr. Dumont had called on Mr. Moore 

and My. Moore did not know anything about it, andhe 
thought it strange that wr. wilson should know of 
this arrangement made. In conversation with #r. Moore 
Inspector, B told him that I Was zoing to write you 
about the matter and he said that he did not know why 
these children could not go to the Shawanaga School, 

because it would be quite a few miles farther to the 


next school, and they could not go there in the winter time. 
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Mr. Moore is of thé opinion that there will 

always be room for these white children in the Shawanaga 

School. Mr. Moore mentioned the fact of the reciprocity 
\ arrangement between himself and the Department, re 

the white children attending Indian Sehools and Indian 

children attending the white schools, and incidentally 

he mentioned that at Depot uarbour there are fifteen 

Indian children attending te 2ublic School.

Would you be good enourh to let me know if the Department 
has been in communication with the Mothers Allowance 
Board in Toronto, in connection with thie case.

Youre of August 26th, 22-5-1, received, re the attendance 
of white children at the Shawanaga Indian vaySchoo], asking 
fahat further consideration be given b, me of this 
situation and to let the Department have anothér report 
and recommendation. 

In reply I have to state that 

I. have discussed this matter with wr. Moore, the 
District Inspector here and he suggests that 1 give you 
a resume of the avérage attendance of the schools in 
thie section. In Foley School the average attendance 
ie 35 to 40, and in Utter School the average attendance 
is from 45 to 50. Mr. Moore figures the average 
attendance of the Shawanaga School is “6. On the 6th 
of Muy when he was present the average attendance 
was 33, which ineluded the nine white children who 
were attending. 


There are eix white children who live outside 
of the Reserve and one at the station at Shawanaga 
which would make sevenwhite children who would be 
going to schoolthis year. Mr. Moore agrees 
with me in the opinion that for this district the 
attendance at the Shawanage Schéol is not as large 
as in the other schools,and he decidedly thinks that 
“pg. English is not overburdened by any means, in 
her duties as teacher. He is talking with more than

I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 5th inetant, informing the Department of the resolution 
peeeed by the Shewanagea Band, that the funde neceseary to 
erect an addition to the echool building and repair the 
teacher's houee in connection with the Shawanaga Indian Day 
School be taken from the funds,held by the Department, at 
the credit of capital account of the Band. 


In repiy I beg to eay that it will be neceeeary, 
before authorizing the building of an addition, to obtain 
further information ae to what is proposed to be done. In 
your letter of May llth you recommend an addition 14 ft. x 
16 ft. to the rear and raieing the ceiling of the preeent 
building. We underetand that the preeent echool building 
ie 20 ft. x 30 ft. The former agent recommended, in a 
letter dated June 15, 1922, that an addition 12 ft. x 20 ft. 
be built and the ceiling raised 2'6" - the exteneion to have 
a cement foundation the eame se that of the present building, 
and he eetimated the coset at that time to be about $700. We 
note that you eetimate the sost of the addition and improve- 
mente at $1600.

The present schocl building on the Shawanega 
Reserve is too small to accomodate the number of chilaren 
of school axe on the Heserve, Requests have been made 
from time to time to enlarge tne building by the erection 
of an addition. The Bana in Council have passed a 
resolution that sufficient money to pay for the erection 
of the addition, raising the ceiling of the olu ouilding, 
ang for the erection of toilets anu a woodsned, be taken 
frou. the capital at the credit of the Band in Trust Funa 
Account #34. The present buildin, is 26'x 20", on a cement 
foundation, and it is proposed to build an addition 14'x 20' 
on the front, put new flooring in the old builuing and raise 
the ceiling. This enlargement will provide ample 
accommodation for the children, there being 40 chiluren of 
school age. The present enrolment is 32, which overcrowds 
the building. 


It is proposed to ao the work of erecting the 
addition, etc., by Indian day labour, unuer the foremanship 
of Adam PaWis, an Inuian Who is 4 competent carpenter, and 
proper time sheets will of kept for the labour employed. 

Mr. Agent Daly will supervise the work ana see tnat it is 
performed satisfactorily. The cost of the addition, repaire 
to present building anu the erection of toilets ana & wood- 
shed the Agent estimates to oe about 91400, anu he will 
endeavour to make it slightly less, if poseidle. 


If you approve of this work being carriea out 
during the coming summer, it will be necessary to odtain an 
Order in Council setting asiae sufficient funds for the 
purpose, The amount of capital at tne credit of the Band 
is $58,890.04, I would recommend, in the interests of the 
Band and as the work would be in the nature of a permanent

of the 16th of July, 1923 C. 95-1308) and Mr. Agent Daly 
was authorised to undertake the work by day labour - Indians 
being employed in the work, under the o oss of a competent 
cazpenter. The total expenditure wae $1463.11 The Agent 
purchased all the lumber and other materials required, forward- 
ing accounts in the usual manner, also time sheets for the 
labour employed. There is nothing on our files to show that 
any material was left over, and, if so, what disposition was 
made of same. If you consider it advisable, we could take 
this matter up with Mr.. Agent Daly and obtain a report.

I have to request that you will make the necessary 
arrangements to have a well drilled on a suitable location on 
the school lot this present summer. Indian labour should be 
used as far as possible and all costs kept to the lowest point, 
You may also arrange for the purchase of a suitable pump, 
the piping vequived, and a proper cover should be placed on 
the well. The Department will leave this matter in your 
heande to have the well drilled and a pump, etc., installed 
at the lowest possible cost.

I have to report that in an interview with A. G. Slaght , 
K.C. , M.P. for Parry Sound istrict, he talked to me 
about the painting of the Shawanaga indian Day School 
and in the course of Vonversation I explained to him 
that there are two other schools to paint,or Parry Island 
and the other Lower rench,. 


We talked of Widow Wm. Fritsche who has a man 
by the name of Nurnberg employed to do the 
painting and I explained to Mr. Slaght tiat Nurnberg 
had painted my house and made a good job of it and 
I was sure that he would make a first class job of the 
school at the price quoted. Mr. Slaght asked me 
if it was satisfactory for me to have irs. “ritsche 
get the contract with Nurnberg to do the work for her, 
and I told him that 1 was satisfied that we would get a 
better job done on the schools than has ever been done 
before.

I am enclosing estimates of repairs necessary to the various 
schools in this re" Some of these estimates may appear high 
but the fact is that various repairs which were put off during the 
war years have accumulated. 


The largest amount is for the Gibson Day School, the bulk of 
which is for fencing the school grounds and the erection of two new 
toilets. Authority was granted last year for these toilets to the 
amount of $112.00. I was unable to proceed with the work last year 
due to both the shortage of material and labour. I propose, if possible, 
to have it done this summer but a review of the situation shows the 
costs to be considerably increased due to prices of both material and 
labour. 


I would be glad to have these costs for the various schools 
passed if at all possible but should it not be possible to pass on 
the amounts requested because of non-inclusion in the estimates, 
you might indicate what amounts would be available for expenditure on 
the various schools and I will have as much as possible completed 
this year and the balance next year. Your prompt attention to this 
will be appreciated as I would like to have the work completed during 
the summer holidays.
